Burley man’s body found after fall 


TWIN FALLS - Rescuers retrieved the 
body of a Burley man from the Snake 
River Canyon below Shoshone Falls 
Tuesday morning, after scorchers spot- 
ty it at tho base of canyon walls. 

. Stcphca Harrison, 21. died of head 
injuries after he apparently fell off a 
ledge in the canyon Monday afternoon, 
according to Twin Falls County Sheriffs 
Department reports. 

Harrison was piraicking early Monday 
afternoon with his parents, Gladys and 
RoUo Harrison, in the Shoshone Falls 


park, according to sheriff’s reports. 
Harrison went for a walk down a path 
that starts just behind the park conces- 
sions stand, and did not return. 

.Harrison was an outdoor enthusiast 
who probably lost his footing on slick 
ground along the canyon's ledge, his 
father said Tuesday. 

“That’s what puzzled us," Rollo 
Harrison said. “1 guess he wasn’t used to 
all the mist. ... He’s always helping others 
instead of something like that happening 
to him.” 

Harrison’s parents began to search for 
him at about 2 p.m., and searched for

several hours, but were unable to locate 
him. Twin Falls police said. 

Harrison had been known to walk for 
miles and miles, police said. His parents 
went back home to Burley in tlielr effort 
to find him, said sheriff’s department 
spokeswoman Nancy Howell, and called 
police from there. 

The Twin Falls County Search and 
Rescue team launched a search of the 
Shoshone Falls area of the canyon about 
8;30 p.m,, working by flashlight. Teams 
scrambled around the canyon walls and 
on slopes above the cliffs, footing made 
slick by soft, wet ground.

Man loses family, finds another

KIMBERLY - For Dennis Hills of 
Kimberly, the past few weeks couldn't 
have been any worse. 

Or any better. 

The family whom Hills, 42, grew up 
with on a farm near Jerome is now gone. 


But he is just starting to mcet another 
family he ^dn't know he had. 

On March 19, he attended the funeral 
of his father, who had been ill for years. 

“He had been in poor health ever 
since 1991, when Mom died,” Hills said. ' 

The next day, he was busy moving his 
father’s possessions when an ominous 
call came from Magic Valley Regional 


Medical Center, where Hills works as a 
paramedic. He was told to come to the 
office riglit away. 

"The Jerome County sheriff sat me 
down and said he had some bad news for 
me," Hills said. “I didn’t ihirik it could 
get any worse titan it tvas. But it did."

WASHINGTON — The Federal 
Reserve Board launched a-pre-emptive 
strike Tuesday designed at inflation 
pressures, nudging short-term interest 
rates up by a quar- nt nr ' -- 1 
ter of a percentage imnact-DS 

point in the first «*«paci-ua 

such rate hike in — 

more than two years. 

In a modest stop, the board’s policy- 
moldng Open Market Committee boost- 
ed its target for the federal funds rate — 
the interest that commercial banks 
charge each other on overnight loons — 
to 5,5 percent from 5.25 percent. 

’The Federal Reserve said the action 
was taken “in light of persisting 
strength” in the economy', which it said 
“is progressively increasing the risk of 
inflationary imbalances developing ... 
that would eventually undermine the 
long expansion.”

Clinton eyes 
health fraud; 
GOP wary 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton 
announced efforts Tuesday to reduce the 
amount of fraud in the government’s 
Medicare program, saying that efforts to 
bilk the fcdei^ health care system force 
senior ddzens to pay billions of dollars a 
year in higher premiums. 

“The best way to prevent fraud is to 
keep dishonest doctors and other scam 
artists out of the Medicare system in the 
first place," Clinton said at a White 
House ceremony. 

The president said he would send 
Congress legislation to bar doctors and 
other health care providers who have 
been convicted of felonies from partici- 
pating in the Medicare and Medicaid 
programs. The bill would also make 
health care business owners supply their 
Social Security numbers to the govern- 
ment so tliat rip-off artists could be pre- 
vented from jumping from state to state, 
and so that providers could be prevented 
from pocketing overpayments simply by 
declaring banknipcy. 

“These steps," said Clinton, “will save 
the American people a great deal of 
money. They will also buy something 
that money cannot alone buy — a 
greater sense of security and peace of 
mind for our parents, our most vulnera- 
ble families, and ciiildrcn.” 

Republicans applauded the presi- 
dent’s efforts, but said the changes 
amount to only small adjustments in a 
new law already passed by Coqgrcss last 
year. Tliey suggested that the effort was 
largely a public relations tactic 

“There is a significant amount of 
abuse in the program and I’m pleased 
that the administration is responding to 
last year’s congressional initiative i'' find 
it, fight it and fix it," said Rep. William 
M. Thomas, R-Calif., chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Subcommittee 
on Health. 

Sen. Charles E. Grasslcy, R-Iotva, said 
that “while every step in the fight 
against fraud and waste is important, 
tlus proposal will have a minimal impact 
on maintaining the financial security of 
Medicare and Medicaid." 

Republicans, whom Clinton attacked 
mercilessly in the last election campaign 
over their plans to restructure Medicare, 
are daring Clinton to go first tliis year in 
making a proposal to assure the long- 
term solvency of die propam. 

Tuesday’s announcement, they said, 
was far from sufficient to deal with the; 
projected $60 billion deficit in the 
Medicare trust fund expected by tho 
year 2002. “llic projected shortfall ... is 
' almost 60 times what this bill hopes to 
save" Grasslcy said. •* 

The Kasscbaum-Kcnncdy health caCc 
bill that passed Congress in 1996 gave 
Congress authority to expand a fivc-stdtc 
anti-fraud initiative nationwide, and 
beefed up funds for the the Health and 
Human Services Department to conduct 
health care investigations. 

Last month, the agency announced 
plans to inaease die number of inspec- 
tors and auditors by 20 percent diis year 
and lo double the number by the year 
2002 . • 



Execution gone awry horrifies witnesses; ; 
attorney general applauds deterrent factor

MIAMI — Moments after convict- 
ed killer Pedro Medina was strapped 
into Florida’s electric chair and 2,000 
volts of electricity surged intb his 
body Tuesday morning, flames leopt 
from the inmate’s head, filling the, 
death chamber with smoke and hor- 
rifring two dozen witnesses. 

“They’re burning him alive,” ivit- 
ness Michael Minerva muttered as 
flames shot four- to- six inches into 
the air from the metal helmet that 
covered Medina’s shaved head.

However, Attorney General Bob 
Butterworth said Medina’s gruesome 


end would be a deterrent. “People 
who wish to commit murder, they 
better not do it in the state of Florida 
because we may have a problem with 
our electric choir,” Butterworth said-" 
It was the second time flames rose 
from the mask of an inmate’s head 
during a Florida execution, and 
Tuesday’s botched event immediate- 
ly drew renewed attention to the 
controversial practice and whether it 
fs an appropriate form of punish- 
ment.

**Wc went to a little school 
where everybody knew every- 
body and everything that was 
going on, and Greg’s girlfriend 
told him we were adopted,” he 
said. 

Later that some day, their par- 
ents told them it was true, “and 
that was that for the time being," 
he said. 

The boys grew up not knowing 
whether they had siblings, or 
whether their natural parents 
were still alive. 

Darla Hart said her mother has 
been married four times and had

“My wife 
told me I had a letter from my sis- 
ter," Dennis Hills said. “I told her 
I didn’t have a sister, but she 
said, You do now.’" 

The ailing Albert Hiil< took the 
news of contact from his sons’ 
biological family matter-of-factly, 
Dennis Hills said 

“He said he expected that 
somebody would conmet us even- 
tually, " Dennis Hills said. 

But it probably was better that 
Margaret Hills was not alive to 
see it, he said. “Mom was always 
very, very protective of me and 
Greg. I think she would rather we 
never knew that we had another 
family.” 

Dennis Hills said his brother 
was very exdtcd about the con- 
tact from his ocher siblings. It was 
one of several turns for the better 
that Greg Hills’ life took just 
before it ended, he said. 

As they grew up together, hi^ 
brother dways seemed restless, 
hungry for knowledge and in 
search of something better, 
Dennis IBlls said. 

The trend continued into adult- 
hood. Dennis Hills found a steady ‘ 
job and started a stable family,

Dennis Hills’ wife, Lisa, said 
recent events have been over- 
whelming for her and their chil- 
dren, Weston, 3, and Skyler, 8. 

“Skyler’s very excited about 
this, but he’s so confused because 
he just lost Grandpa and Unde 
Greg, and now we're telling him 
that he has all these other people 
who ore also family,” she said. 

Dennis Hills said the discovery 
of his biological family and the 
anticipation of the reunion has 
helped balance out the loss of his 
father and brother. 

“It’s not over yet, this is just 
starting," he said. “It’s not every- 
body that gets a second family.” 


Gore to China; U.S. 
committed to ties 

BEIJING (AE) — Despite a 
political firestorm back homo. 
Vice Prcddcnc A1 Gore assured 
• China on Tuesday chat allega- 
tions that Beijing tried to funnel 
money illegally into U.S. elec- 
tions would not derail the Clinton 
administration’s efforts to forge 
stronger ties. 

The administration, however, 
offered conflicting accounts of 
whether Gore raised the subject 
of possible repercussions if feder- 
al investigations uncovered evi- 
dence that China made or direct- 
ed illegal contributions. An 
administnidon official said that 
the possibility of repercussions 
never came up in Gore’s talks 
with Chinese Premier Li Peng.

The stats said Tuesday it plans 
to deny illegnl immigrants per**” 
to 200 programs, ranging from 
rent asastance to licenses to sell 
alcoholic beverages. 

However, ofticlals said the 
srate will continue coverage for 
at least some illegal immignuits 
in nine programs, including med- 
ical care for the elderly and 
infirm and sick children. 

The administration of Gov. 
Pete Wilson says the cuts are 
mandated under the federal wd- 
fore law that President Clinton 
signed in August, which includes 
a provision requiring states to 
abolish state-funded bwcBt pro- 


grams for illegal immigrants. 

Wilson “asked, us to reiterate 
the fatt that he docs indeed 
believe ... that services are a 
magnet for illegal aliens to our 
state,” spokesman Sean Walsh 
said. 

“But for humanitarian purpos- 
es, and to protect public safety 
and public health, we will seek 
some exemptions.” 

The state has no idea how 
much money will be affected by 
the cuts because it doesn’t know 
how many illc^iis are getting the 
benefits, Walsh said. 

Hospital emergency care for 
illegal immigrants is continued 
under the federal law.

Study: Blood donors don’t disclose it all 


CHICAGO (AP) — A study of 
nearly 35,000 blood donors found 
a small number failed to reveal 
risky behavior, such as unsafe 
sex and intravenous drug use. 

The finding doesn’t signal a 
change in the safety of the 
nation’s blood supply but sug- 
gests that screening procedures 
should be reviewed, said lead 
researcher Alan Williams, a 
senior scientist for the American 
Red Cross. 

Results of the study, sponsored 
by the National Heart, Lung and 
Blood Institute, are in 
Wednesday’s Journal of the 
American Medi^ Association. 

All donated U.S. blood is test- 


ed for seven infectious disease 
factors, including HIV, the virus 
that causes AIDS, before it is 
released. 

The study is based on informa- 
tion from surveys moiled co peo- 
ple who had donated blood in 
Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
Detroit, Baltimorc-Washington 
and Oklahoma City. 

The researchers sent out 
50,162 surveys and got responses 
from 34,726 donors. Of those, 1.9 
percent, or about 600, said that at 
. the time they donated blood, 
they had failed to report having 
engaged in behavior that 
increased their risk of contract- 
ing infectious diseases. 


The most common risky bdiav- 
iors were previous intravenous 
drug use, sexual contact with a 
homosexual man and sex with a 
prostitute.

Murder suspect

Kirk was shackled and his 
hands were cuffed behind his 
back in the van, yet he still man- 
aged to remove his belt, loop it 
around the ^ting and hang him- 
self duiyig the 12-minutc ride to 
the police station, said Police 
Cm'dr. Ron Freeman. Officers 
were unable to revive him. 

“Here was a man that was bent 
on taldng his own life,” Freeman 
said. “Unfortunately he was able 
to do something that he wanted 
to do." 


Women with 
cancer gene 
need earlier tests 

CHICAGO (AP) — Women 
who are genetically susceptible 
to breast cancer should get annu- 
al mammograms between the 
ages of 25 and 35, earlier than 
recommended for other women, 
researchers said. 

“We think this population is 
unique by virtue of their very, 
very high risk" and is likely to 
benefit from early mammo- 
grams, said Dr. Wylie Burke, lead 
researcher and director of the 
Women’s Health Care Center at 
the University of Washington. 

In Wednes^y’s Joumd of the 
American Medi^ Association, the 
researchers recommended annual 
mammograms between 25 and 35 
for women bom with mutations in 
the BRCAl and BRCA2 genes. 
The genes account for on estimat- 
ed 5 percent to 10 percent of all 
breast cancer cases.

Guarding the books is a constant struggle 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Despite spending more than $12 
million and hiring a tough new 
security chief, the Library of 
Congress recently got a fresh 
reminder of what it’s up against 
in trying to guard its priceless col- 
lection. 

An antique book dealer in 
Boston called to say someone had 
tried to sell him a literary collec- 
tion that appeared to be hand- 
picked from the library’s shelves. 
The FBI questioned a library 
employee, then turned the case 
over to federal prosecutors for 
more investigation. 

Such risks will only increase 
this May, when the nation's 
library reopens its 100-year-old 
Jefferson Building to tourists 
after a decade of renovations. 

Kenneth E. Lopez, who became 
the first director of security a 
month after the listen incident, 
knows how to mount a guard. A 
former Army intelligence officer, 
he has tightened security for 
NASA space shuttle launches and

On average, the inventory has 
found two percent of the general 
collections missing or damaged. 

In 1992, library counters found 
$1.8 million wonh of damage to 
the oversized illustrated books 
known as folios. 

Also in 1992, three men — a 
doctor, a government lawyer and 
a book dealer were convicted 
of stealing from the library.

Geor^a bans abortion form U.S. recalls ambassador in Belarus 
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ATLANTA (AP) — After 
weeks of'sitting out volatile 
debate by lawmakers, the gover- 
nor Tuesday signed into law a 
ban on a controversial form of 
late-term abortion. 

“I am pitxhoice, but I believe 
this bill strikes a delicate, proper 
balance on this sensitive issue,” 
Gov. Zell Miller said after final 
passage of the measure. 

Georgia’s House voted 132-43 
on Monday for the ban. The bill 
had already cleared the state 
Senate. Miller had remained 
silent during the session-long 
debate, announring his position 
Monday night, only after the 
vote. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union and women's groups threat- 
ened Icgd action, saying the bill is 
unconstitutional, and that its 


vague definition of the procedure 
(“partial-binh abortion") may also 
affect other abortion procedures. 

The vote followed weeks of 
protests and news conferences 
sponsored by both sides. On 
Monday, Georgia Right to Life 
staffed a table in the Capitol, 
offering plastic fetuses, anti-abor- 
tion stickers and literature. The 
volatile debate prompted Capitol 
security to require all who 
entered the Capitol — inddtog 
lawmakers — to pass throngh 
metal detectors.

Cholestin is a red yeast prod- 
uct from China that claims, in 
nationwide advertising, that it 
“has been clinically proven to 
lower cholesterol levels on aver- 
age of 25 to 40 points in just 
eight weeks." 

But Cholestin contains, among 
other things, the same ingredient 
as the povr^ul prescription anti- 
' cholesterol drug Mevacor. 

Indeed, Cholestin manufactur- 
er Pharmanex Inc maintains it is 
not subject to FDA oversight 
because — os a natural produa 
that does not claim to fight heart 
: disease — it legally is a dietary 
t supplement, not a drug. 

: “It’s not meant to be creating 
^disease or really high choles- 
terol,” said Michael Chang, 
iphannanex's chief science offi- 
Icer. “If people have any disease 
’ conditions or are already taking 
prescription (cholesterol) drugs, 
this is not for them.” 

But the FDA confirmed Mon- 
'day that it is investigating 
‘whether Cholestin has crossed 
the line from a dietary supple- 
ment to ^i^g — and whether it 
.poses any mks. 

; Patients “should not on their 
-own make a decision to stop 
• taking some prescription med- 
rication” in favor of Cholestin, 
: warned FDA special nutrients 
: chief Elizabeth Yetley. “They 
: should check with their doc- 
- tor.” 

Congress in 1994 said supple- 
ments may advertise general oi^ 
such as the assertion ^t vitamin 
C is vital for a healthy immune 
system. Once a claim is made 
that a supplement fights a partic- 
ular disc^ it becomes a drug. 

The FDA will have to dedde 
that question based on 
Cholestin’s ads — and on the 
product’s inclusion of powerful, 
albeit natural, medical ingredi- 
ents called HMG CoA reductase 
inhibitors.

plant, which cost the state of New York

Fact is, about the only means the 
State Department has of collecting is to 
bar Medicaid scofflaws from re-adnut- 
tance to the United States. Tbatls not 
much of a deterrence once they’re back 
home. 

“Almost all of these cases are well-es- 
tablished mid^e glass or wealthy people 
who were advised by friends or n^txvi^ 
how to manipulate our system to their 
benefit," said Robert Tender, the State 
Department^ senior fraud investigator. 
“Unforwnately, there are several federal 
laws that encour^e this.” 

U.S. immigration law prohibits the en- 
try of any foreigner who is likely to be- 
come a public charge, but once travelers 
gain entry, they can claim a medical 
emergency to get care. Federal law re- 
quires that hospitals treat all medical 
emergencies, regardless of the patient^ 
origins or ability to pay. 

It’s time to take a hard look at 
whether taxpayers should be the ulti- 
mate guarantor of free medical care for 
all comers. 

California voters, who have long paid 
illegal aliens’ medical bills, effe^vely 
voted last November to stop doing so. 
That result was immediately challengt^ 
in court, but this is not an issue that will 
go away. .

Human cloning deserves rational argument, not knee-jerk ban 


F or many people, scien- 
tists among them, the 
thoiight of cloning 
humans has evol^ vis- 
ceral distress. Dr. 
Harold Vannus, director of the 
National Institutes of Health, pro- 
nounced it “repugnant." Even Dr. 
Ian Wilmut, whose announce- 
ment that he had cloned a ^cep 
stunned the world, said, “All of us 
would find that offensive.” 
Human cloning was condemned 
by the Vatican and banned by 
President Clinton, without so 
much as a public peep from his 
ethics advisers. In the current 
atmosphere, a reasoned debate 
about human cloning is nearly 
impossible. Anyone who dares 
defend this breakthrough speaks 
in hushed tones, fearing enmk 
calls and canceled grants. 

But recall the moral indigna- 
tion that followed the news of 
arrifidnl insemination in the 
1950s, of in vitro fertilization in 
the 1960s, of recombinant DNA 
technology in the 1970s and of 
human-gene therapy in the 1980s. 
In all these cases, ^e dust did set- 
tle, and a technology that was 
viewed as perversion ivas later 
recognized as important and regu- 
la table. 

For the momcn^ let me tnoke 
only two points. First, in Henry 
Ki^ingetis sense of Rcalpolitik, 
the war against human cloning 
cannot be won. The genie is out of 
the bottle. If the good guys bon 
cloning humans, arc we not invit- 
ing the bad guys to work on it off- 
shore? Won’t the procedure be 
used by only those very few who 
can afford it? 

As Time magorinc pointed out, 
“You can outlaw ted^que, but 
you cannot repeal biology.” Laws 
forbid, but do not prevent As 
with any cutting-edge technology, 
there is potenti^ for great evil, 
but for many, cloning will repre- 
sent a second chance of life, a 
shot at immortality. Cloning 
humans is, after a 20th-centu- 

ry version of Eden’s apple. 

When America was faced with 
the unknowable risks of gene 
cloning in the 1970s, geneticists 
attenthng the AsUomar conclave 
in California voluntarily declared 
a moratorium on further 
research. They, together with 
cthidsts, public-h^th experts, 
lawyers, ^blifrpolicy mavens, 
etc., entered into a protracted 
assessment of real and imagined 
risks. Meanwhile, thcy'gathcrcd 
data. In the end, the NK cstal> 
Ushed a detailed set of guidelines, 
policies and regulations that 
would govern every aspect of the 
technology and its use. Those 
guidelines evolved over time as 
new information was acquired. 
Today, for example, we do prac- 
tice gene therapy on people, 
allowing some forms (somatic 
cell, su& 05 the current therapy 
for cystic Sbrosis), but not others 
^erm line, in other words, treat- 
ing sperm or egg cells). That 
A^omor experience simply has 
to become the model we w^ use 
for cloning research. 

My real concern, though, is who 
will defend the clones? Acrording 
to a recent “Nova” special on 
PBS, one of every 300 births pro- 
duces identical twins, so that 
means that nearly a million

Americans hiay now find their 
moral status challenged. Do iden- 
tical twins, who ore ^tcr all 
clones, share a soul? Arc they not 
individuals? 

Of course, twins have identities, 
personae and souls. Shoring 
someone elsc’s genes insures 
physiail resemblance, not psychic 
unity. Will wc decide that identi- 
cal twins should each get a half 
vote, os blacks yicrc endowed 
thr^fifth personage by the U5. - 
Constitution a century ago? Any 
knee-jerk moral repulsion of 
himran clones is a Uck in the face 
to a million Americans who, by an 
act of luture, developed from a 
split embryo os monozygotic 
twins. Arc twins to become the 
moral equivalent of black sheep? 

Any ethical argument we pro- 
pose in support of a bon against 
cloning people cannot also hold 
for monozygotic twins, unless wc 
are prepared to justify the cre- 
ation of a new moral minority. It 
is perhaps signiScant that only a 
week after declaring human 
cloning “repugnant,” Vannus tes- 
tified to Congress that he could 
imagine a scenario in which on 
infertile couple used a cloning 
procedure for fomily planning. 
Surely, there will be other possi- 
bilities not even imaginable now. 

When the twister abated, young 
Dorothy confided to her furry 
friend, Toto, “I don’t think we're 
in Kansas anymore.” That same 
feeling of awe and disbelief 
welled up in many of us who read 
the account of Dolly, the cloned 
ewe. Within a week other reports 
trickled in: A group in Wisconsin 
was creating doned cows, and 
another research team in Oregon 
was using rhesus monkeys. 

Dorothy was able to get back 


home by clicking her ruby slip- 
pers, but when Wilmut pushed 


the button electrifying the fertil- 
ized egg of a nascent Dolly, he 


almost certainly bought us all a 
one-way ticket to Oz.

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Mideast clashes threaten summit 


PANMUNJOM, Korea (AP) — 
Looking across the world's most 
heavily guarded border, House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich declared 
Tuesday that the United States is 
still resolute about protecting 
South Korea from any threats by 
its nonhem neighbor. 

“We are committed to defend 
Korea. ... We believe that part- 
nership is very, very important to 
us,” he said. 

Wearing a camouflage military 
coat over his clothes, Gingrich 
told soldiers at the border that 
their dedication keeps both 
South Korea and America safe. 

“I think there is something 
sober about seeing the demilita- 
rized zone, but it’s also a great 


success story,” said Gingrich. 
“For 44 years it’s worked and I 
hope it works until unification.” 

■ The (3eorpa Republican is the 
first U.S. House speaker to visit 
South Korea since 1971. His visit 
follows a period of heightened 
tensions between North and 
South Korea, which cased this 
month when aid offers helped 
coax North Korea into tentative 
peace talks with South Korea for 
the first time in 2S years. 

Panmunjom is a neutral village 
inside the DMZ, a 2 iy2-mile-widc 
buffer that separates North and 
South Korea. Running roughly 
along the 38th parallel, it has 
kept an uneasy peace sinbe the 
Korean War ended in 1953. 


JERUSALEM (AP) — Israeli 
troops and Palestinian stone- 
throwers clashed in the West 
Bank Tuesday, and chances for a 
meeting between Benjamin Net- 
anyahu and Yasser Arafat grew 
more remote as both attached 
conditions to such a sunimiL 
Netanyahu’s aide said Israel 
would want to make security the 
main issue, while Arafat suggest- 
ed he was not ready to partici- 
pate in a public relations event 
that did not produce results. 

Israel and the Palestinians 
have been sliding deeper into cri- 
sis since Israel began construc- 
tion last week on a Jewish neigh- 
borhood in east Jerusalem, the 
sector the Palestinians daim as a 
future capital ' 

A suicide bombing by an 
Islamic militant in Tcl Aviv on 
Friday has been followed by 


daily clashes between Palestini- 
ans and Israeli troops. 

The two sides blame each 
other for the violence and have 
inacasingly hardened tlicir posi- 
tions. On Sunday, Israel told the 
Palestinians it would not resume 
peace talks in earnest until six 
demands arc met — including 
the disarming and arrest of Is- 
lamic militants. 

The Palestinians balked, and 
one of Arafat’s security chiefs 
said Monday that the Palestini- 
ans would no longer cooperate 
with Israel on security matters, 
such os reining in militants.

The inddent occurred when Phillips, 
15, was moving out of a house at 
Maurice Street in June 1996. Two young 
men helping Phillips got into a "shoving 
match" with the rentol’s landlord, 
Fowler daims. 

The landlord called police but when 
dty officer Chris Fullmer arrived, the 
two young men left and the landord 
declined to press charges against them, 


the plaintiff said. When Phillips refused 
to identify the men, the officer warned 
her she faced arrest for accessory to bat- 
tery, Fowler claims in the lawsuit 

Her daughter incorrectly identified 
the men, but when Fowler arrived at the 
scciie, she said she asked Phillips to 
cooperate. Phillips correctly identified 
the men. but when Fullmer found one 
name was not exactly correct, he arrest- 
ed PbBlips for obstructing an investiga- 
tion and nandcuffed and dragged her to 
his patrol care, the plaintiff claims. 

The plaintiff claims Fullmer's conduct 
constituted criminal negligence ond 
malice. There was no investigation to 
obstruct because the landlord refused to 
press charges, she doimed. The obstruc- 
tion charge against Phillips was dropped 
in November 1996.

"The dty vote last night was critical," 
Eder said Tuesday. “If we didn’t get 
that, the whole project was going down- 
hill." 

However, relocation opponents said 
they excrdscd public process against a 
powerful agency flexing too raudi feder- 
al musde. 

Organizer Salome Taylor said 
Tuesday the petition drive reminded 
Postal Settee offidals they can't steam- 
roll plans into o small town, without 
answering community concerns. 

“We succeeded in getting the public 
process in place," Taylor said. “We’r$ 
going to lose the post office from the 
downtown - that’s a loss. ... But theyYe 
going to look more at changing designs, 
and explore rural delivery. That's goM."

TWIN FALLS - A man who 
holed up in his apartment 
overnight while police SWAT 
teams tried to talk him out will 
serve just less than a year in jail. 

Bryon Terrance Myers, 40, 
entered guilty pleas Friday to 
five counts of misdemeanor 
unlawful discharge of a weapon 
within city limits. Prosecutors 
originally charged Myers with 
seven counts of aggravated 
assault on a p>olicc officer. 

Myers was arrested the morn- 
ing of Feb. 20 after police 
lobbed tear gas cannisters into 
his apartment at the former AA 
Motel, 1906 Kimberly Road. 


Police were called to Myers’ 
apartment building the night 
before, after neighbors reported 
him firing off weapons in his 
room, police say. 

Twin Falls police and sheriffs 
department special operations 
units surrounded the building 
and attempted to negotiate with 
Myers. During negotiations, and 
while officers were witliin range, 
Myers fired at least four shots, 
police say. 

Prosecutors fUed seven charges 
of aggravated assault because of 
those shots. However, one charge 
was dropped earlier in March. . 

In a pica negotiation, Myers 
agreed to plead guilty to amend- 
ed charges of misdemeanor 


unlawful discharge, said deputy 
public defender Brad Colbo. 

“I fell the case was very weak 
on aggravated ossaulL I think he 
was found guilty of what he was 
guilty of," Calbo said. 

Myers will serve 350 days in 
jail, with credit for the 30 days he 
has already served, and will be 
eligible for work release after 
April 20. 

Calbo said Myers will be. 
. released to work so he can pay 
for repairs to the apartments. 

Myers also will have two years 
of supervised probation and a 
long term of unsupervised proba- 
tion, Calbo said. Magistrate 
Judge Kevin Cassidy accepted 
the agreement Friday. 


Batt vetoes 3rd bill of ’97 session 


Governor rejects benefit pay from emergency agency

BOISE (AP) — Gov. Phil Batt 
has wielded his veto stamp for 
the third time this year, reject- 
ing legislation requiring the 
state emergency management 
agency to reimburse public 
employers foi[ benefits of 
employees who are responding 
to emergency situations. 

The bill, Batt said in his veto 
message on Mon^y, “contains a 
good purpose in preserv^ pub- 
lic employees benefits in times 
of emergency. 

“However, it seems unreason- 
able to require the Military 
Division to pay for health insur- 
ance premiums, retirement con- 
tributions and other accrued 
benefits such as vacation and 
sick leave simply because the 
employee is helping to serve the 
dty or county in an emergency,” 
the governor said. 

He pointed out that during the 
last two flood cmcrgcndcs the 
state picked up the local match 
for federal disaster assistance 
and maintained requiring it to 
pick up local employee benefit 
costs not necessarily affected by 
the emergency would be unrea- 
sonable. 

Batt’s action on that bill left 


only four from the 1997 still 
awaiting disposition, including a 
potentially costly phase out of 
the income tax marriage penalty 
and a requirement that the stat 
cither pay for or provide the rev- 
enue raising authority for local 
governments to pay for state 
mandates. 

The abolition of the marriage 
penalty over four years begin- 
ning with the 1999 tax year 
would provide a married couple 
a maximum $2 a week income 
tax break that supporten claim 
will help maintain the fabric of 
Idaho’s families while encourag- 
ing the institution of marriage. 

But once fully implemented, 
it could reduce revenue to the 


state by between $12 million 
and $16 million a year depen- 
ding on the estimate, and that 
is what concerns the Batt, who 
has objected in the past to fur- 
ther attacks on the state’s rev- 
enue stream. 

The governor did call for elim- 
inate of the so-called marriage 
penalty, which exists because of 
the higher standard deduction 
single taxpayers receive when 
calculating thetr tax liability. 
But Batt’s approach was to 
lower the single taxpayer deduc- 
tion while raising the one for 
married couples until the two 
met. 

That would have had no 
impact on tax revenues.

Bank bombing defenedant testifies 


SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) — He 
has strong beliefs about govern- 
ment, banks and abortion, but 
Vcme Jay McrrcU took the stand 
Tuesday to deny helping, bomb a 
bank and a Planned Parenthood 
office. 

MerrcII, of Sandpoim, 
Idaho, frequently read pas- 
sages from a red Bible in 
response to questions about 
his views on government, 
banks and interest charged 
on loons. 

Mcrrell, 51, Robert S. 
Berry, 42, and Charles H. 
Barbee, 45, arc on trial for ' 
the pipe bombings of a bank. 
Planned Parenthood office 
and a newspaper building 
and two robberies of the same 
bank branch last year in subur- 
ban Spokane. 

After twice refusing to swear 
on oath to tell the tmth, McrrcU 
affirmed that he would “tcU the 
truth lo the best of my ability as 
given roe by my Creator.” 

Jurors heard lectures from 
McrrcU on his unorthodox inter- 
pretations of the Bible and U.S. 
Constitution. 

“Who on this jury now has a 
child with a future they can look 
forward to?" MerreU asked. He 
said he believes the United 
Stotes is about to be destroyed 
because its dtizcns have strayed 
from bibUcal teachings. 

The former nuclear plant engi- 
neer, who formerly taught consti- 
tutional law classes in Arizona, 
told jurors "the system of laws in 
-the United States is in direct vari- 
ance with my Qeator.” 

McrrcU said passages found in 
a computer at his residence were 
given him in August 1992 by a 
neo-Nazi Skinhead named 
“Spider” at the standoff at 


Randy Weaver's cabin near 
Naples, Idaho. 

McrrcU said he knew people 
who died in 1993 during a siinllar 
federal siege of the Branch 
Davidian compound near Waco, 
Texas. 


SimUar language was found in 
threatening letters sent to the 
Planned Parenthood office, news- 
paper and U.S. Bank after the 
bombings and robberies. Similar 
notes were found in the stolen 
van he was driving when arrested 
Oct. 8 near Yakima. 

Explaining a number of 
weapons — including several 
hand grenades — found in the 
van, McrrcU said, “The words of 
my King tcU me to be armed at 
aU times." . 

Quoting passages from the Old 
Testament, MerreU said usurers 
— people who charge high inter- 
est on loans — wo^d be put to 
death by God and that people 
who pciform abortion arc mur- 
derers. 

"I haven't been inside a bonk 
in 15 years and I don’t plan on 
being in one again, ever,” sold 
Mcn^ who has bcim identined 
05 the getaway c^ver who waited 
outside the bank while others 
robbed it. 

Mcrrell admitted he and co- 
defendants Barbee and Berry 


drove to Portland, Ore., "to deliv- 
er a warning” about usury to a 
U.S. Bank branch there after 
Berry stole vehicles in PocateUo 
and Hood River, Ore. 

McrrcU denied being a mcni- 
ber of a secretive white separatist 
sect colled the Phineas 
Priesthood, or partidpating 
in the pipe bombing and 
bonk robberies April 1 and 
July 12. 

Mcrrell said he quit a 
$Z50,000-a-year job in 1985 
and moved to a quiet moun- 
tain in Idaho because “my 
Father caUed me and told 
me to get out of Babylon.” 
Since then, he has “mani- 
fest the name of my Creator 
to eveiyone...as 1 am doing now,” 
he testified. 

The government contends 
the newspaper’s Spokane Val- 
ley office was bombed April 1 
as a warning not to identify the 
men in the photographs, but 
MerreU said he was “surprised 
wc got such a fair shake” in the 
series. 

MeireU was the first defendant 
to take the stand. Lawyers for 
Barbee and Berry said they have 
not decided whether their diems 
wiU testify.

TWIN FALLS - In its effort to 
reduce wasted classroom time, 
the Twin Falls School Board 
returned to the drawing board 
Tuesday. 

Board members said activity 
lists provided by schools aren’t 
thorough enough because they 
don’t quantify the wasted time 
nor explain the activities. 

Unsure whether they want 
fewer activities and more acade- 
mics in the schools, board mem- 
bers said tlic public is often divid- 
ed over what and how much 
schools should teach. At the same 
time, the board needs to refocus 
its goal for education, they said. 

“it all depends on what you 
think is the function of the 
schools," Superintendent Terrell 
Donicht said. 

On specific issues, the board 
debated whether it should contin. 
ue shutting down Twin Falls High 
School for several class periods 
when the football team goes to 
state championships. 

The high school doesn't close 
down for other teams, nor docs 
the entire student body show up 
to watch the football games, 
board Chairman David Soss said. 

“I don’t know if dosing school 
is the best option," Sass sai4 

“But there may be times teach- 
ers want to go,” board member 
Del Traveller added. Otlicrs sug- 
gested letting students go if they 
want to, but having them prove 
they attended by keeping their 
ticket stubs. 


Donicht said the lists represent 
essentially everything that has 
been introduced into the schools 
over the past 20 years. 

“There is a cardinal rule,” 
Dotiidit said. “Once something is 
in, it’s never out.” 

Imposing a standard will be dif- 
ficult, Donicht said.

Craig completes final 
public lands workshop 


COEUR d’ALENE (AP) — 
Conservation groups and timber 
organizations staged competing 
rallies Tuesday as Sen. Larry 
Craig held the fifth and final 
workshop on his proposal to 
revamp federal public lands law. 

Opponents of the measure, 
including two protesters who 
dressed in bear and raccoon cos- 
tumes, marched outside the work- 
sliop at North Idaho College carry- 
ing signs reading “Keep Public 
Forests Public” and "Take Care of 
Mother Earth.” 

Craig, R-Idaho, stayed inside 
during the workshop, and after- 
ward spoke at a “Forest and 
Families” rally across town spon- 
sored by forest products workers 
and labor organizations. Craig 
won hearty applause when he 
spoke at the gathering. 

Tuesday’s workshop was the 
last in a scries of congressional 
meetings on Croig'.s dr^t legisla- 
tion to rewrite forest management 
laws. 

The workshop featured discus- 
sions led by Jack Ward Tliomas, 
who retired last year as U.S. 
Forest Service chief, and Jay 
Olauglilin, a University of Idolio 
professor and director of the 
Idolio Forest, Wildlife and Range 
Policy Analysis Group. 

Craig, diairman of tlic Senate 
Energy and Natural Resources 
subcommittee on forestry, said 
afterward tliat he would rcl^c liis 
proposal and present a new ver- 
' sion to Congreu later this spring. 

He disputed conservationists’ 
contentions that the measure is a 
vimial umber-industp' ivish list. 

"This bill has nothing to do with 
tree-cutring,’’ Craig told KREM- 


TV of Spokane, Wasli. “That is a 
misrepresentation by any estima- 
tion. 

“Tliis bill has everything to do 
with management decision-mak- 
ing on a timely and effective; 
basis, taking the Forest Service 
out of the courts, saving the tax-- 
payers millions of dollars, and- 
getting on with the effective man- 
agement of a very valuable public 
resource.” 

Opponents say the measure 
would rewrite the National Forest- 
Management Act and National- 
Environmental Policy Act so as to! 
erode protection of fish and; 
ivildlife and accelerate logging on; 
federal lands. ; 

“They (forests) are our genetic- 
account for our future, and if we! 
spend it now, we will never get it 
back,” Mark Solomon, executive 
director of the Spokane-based 
Inland Empire Public Lands'.

Federal agent 
says shooting of 
wolf was illegal 

RIVERTON, Wyo. (AP) — A 
wolf-like animal shot by federal 
biologists earlier this month in 
Wyoming was killed improperly, 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service says. 

Ed Bangs, the federal agent in 
charge of wolf rcintroduction, 
said the regulations governing 
rcintroduction of wolves in 
Yellowstone National Park were 
misread. 

The animal was killed March 4 
inside the experimental area 
established around Yellowstone 
where wolves are not fully pro- 
tected by the Endangered 
Spedcs Act. 

Bangs said his initial reading 
was chat domesticated or hybrid 
wolves could be removed both 
inside and outside that zone to 
keep them from interfering with 
the Canadian wolves brought to 
the northern Rockies. 

However, he said, later review 
showed the rules allowed killing 
even of domesticated wolves 
inside the zone only under the 
same conditions for killing wild 
wolves, such as threatening 
human life or safety or repeated- 
ly killing livestock. 

Bangs said the rules would be 
changed to make the removal of 
captive or hybrid wolves legal 
within the cxpeiimcntal zone. 

^gs said ot the time that the 
animal was most likely a captive- 
raised wolf or wolf-dog hybrid. 
The 75-pound female animal 
seemed habituated to hutrfans 
ond had played with the 
landowners’ dog, he said. 

Bangs said officials believed 
shooting the animal was the best 
choice.

LEWISTON (AP) — An Ohio 
Supreme Court ruling on s^od 
funding will help Idaho school 
districts in their lawsuit against 
tho state, the schools' attorney 
said. 

“It will play into our cose," sold 
Robert C. Huntley, a former 
supreme court Justice and attor- 
ney for tho schools suing the 
Id^o Le^ature. 

Ohio’s high court ruled 4-3 on 
Monday that the state's system of 
funding public schools Is uncon- 
stitutional. In the current formu- 


la, about half the money for pub- 
lic education comes from local 
taxes and about half from the 
state. The court ordered lawmak- 
ers to revamp the system and 
gave them 0 year to work on it. 

Since no federal issues were 
raised, Ohio's Supreme Court has 
the final wonL 

Idaho Schools for Equal 
Educational Opportunities 
formed in 1991 when it filed a 
lawsuit against the Legislature 
claiming towmokers arc not giv- 
ing districts enough money to 


provide a basic and thorough 
education. The suit also seeks 
support for a school building and 
m^tenonce backlog 
Statewide interest in tho suit 
has gained momentum since this 
year's Legislature approved a 
bnre-bones budget and did not 
address the building backlog 
About 25 districts have com- 
mitted $1,000 each to keep the 
suit alive, said Jack M, Hilli 
Moscow superintendent and trea- 
surer for Idaho Schools for Equal 
Educational Opportunities.

1/2 cup chopped fresh onion 
3/4 cup butter 
3/4 cup flour 
1 pint half and half 

1 pink milk 

Salt and pepper to taste 
Boil, cool and cube potatoes. Saute' celery 
;and onion in 1 tablespoon of the butter. In a 
heavy-bottomed saucepan, melt the remainder 
of butter. Sprinkle in the flour and cook 
until thick and starting to brown, stirring cort- 
stantiy. Whisk in half and half and milk and 
cook over medium heat, stirring constantly, 
until mixture starts to boll and thicken.

’Tis the season for weeds to sprout 


; Anything that “spreads,” “takes over" or 
• answers to “invasive," is usually welcome at 
our house. Fll take a half-dozen, please. 

That’s because the rule is, if you don’t put 
' something there on that bare dirt. Mother 
! Nature wiJI ^ we\e doggedly b«n planting 
everything we could to make up for what the 
bulldozers scraped clean a few years ago. 
We’re not there, yet 

Every once in a while, the desert gives us a 
gift of fleabane or bitter root Lots of wild sun- 
flowers. 

So every year, we’re really tickled to see 
that tiny ground cover out by the mailbox. We 
figure it’s another wildflower. It’s downright 
industrious. Invasive, even. It’s bur butter 
; cup. The leaves disappear right after we think 
. how adorable those wee widdlc yellow flow- 
: ers are. Then we’re up to our anidcs in burs. 
But by that time, it’s too late to do anything 
except pick the burs out of our socks. Well, we 
know better this year, don’t you know. 

It’s all in the timing. Now, when the little 
monster still has green leaves, we spray. Just 
about anything will do - 2,4-D, Banvcl, 
Roundup, Trimec will all work. More than 
any other taede, timing is everything when it 
comes to weeds. Timing is trid^ to catch this 
short pest, because weed killers need green 
leaves AND the temperatures to bo at least 55 
. degrees.

Weed killers settle on the leaves, then are 
taken in by the plants as though ^ey were 
something good. The chemical circulates 
through the plant and kills the whole thing. 
That’s why the leaves must be green and 
active. Brown, dormant leaves do nothing. 

Pre-cmergent weed killers go on the bare 
ground, and kill anything that sprouts. That’s 
why they are colled, “pre (bcfore)-emergent 
(emerging or coming up).” They ordy work on 
weeds that haven't come up yet. Got to get 
that down before weeds come up. Timing is 
cveiyihing. 

Crabgrass killer needs to go on now. 
Crabgrass is on oimual weed. Last year’s crab- 
grass died, but left a bozillion sec^ to terror- 
ize you this year, ^forc they come up, let ‘cm 
have it with a pre-emergent crabgrass killer. 
Some of the better lawn fertilizers come with 
the stuff already inside. Some of the crabgrass 
killers will do away with the weed if it has 


come up^ if it isn’t too big and nasty yet. Good 
timing. 

Most weeds will ^ve up the fight if we get 
to them in early spring, before theyVe put on 
much growth or flowers. That’s the Kill 
wce^ before they flower and produce seed 
and you’m home free. If you just can’t get to 
them ri^i away, pluck off the flower heads 
and thim them away. At least you won't have 
to deal with those seeds. 

Weed seeds will blow over from your neigh- 
bor’s place. Keep on eye out for these free- 
loaders. Take a walk through the yard and 
garden every week. Baby weeds that have 
taken hold since last week can be plucked 
. with a thumb and forefinger. 

Mow often. Some wc^s never get to flrst 
base if they’re kept as short as the lawn. 
Before you know it, theyVe gone and the gross 
hu covered that spot.

My contractor suggested 
using a special air sealer gasket 
between the windows and ^eath- 
ing.

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For Easter, here are a few recipes to deal with all those leftovers

Once a year, ham and eggs 
fling off their breakfast image 
and appear as the stars of the 
feast, raising a bunch of ques- 
tions most of us face only at 
Easter. 

Sure, anyone can boil an egg, 
but peeling it is another matter. 
Why do bits of egg white come 
off in those annoying chunks, 
turning the egg into an ugly, pit- 
ted meteor? 

If the ham wrapper says “fully 
.cooked,” docs it really matter 
;how long we bake it? 

; And what in the heck are you 
going to do with 10 pounds of 
leftover ham and two dozen hard- 
cooked egg.s? 

Here’s a primer on ham and 
eggs, Easter style. 

• Ham. A fully cooked ham 
'(the kind most supermarkets sell) 
can be stored in its wrapper in 
the refrigerator for up to two 
.weeks. Once opened, hams must 
;be used within three to four days. 
; Fresh (raw) hams must be used 
within three to five days. 

Bargain hams aren’t bargains if 

■ you’re paying good money for 
water, so read the labels. If it’s 
called simply “ham,” or “ham 
with natural juices," you’re pay- 
ing for meat. 

If the label says, “ham — 
added water” or “ham and water 
product,” you’re buying meat 
and water, and the price should 
be accordingly lower. ' 

If you’re worried about not 
having enough ham to go around, 
figure on about four to five serv- 
ings per pound of boneless ham, 
and two to three servings for 
bone-in. Many people say bone-in 
•hams have a better flavor. 

. Most people have the opposite 

■ .-problem, though — too much 
; ham. The leftovers can be kept in 

• the refrigerator for three to four 
days. Ham doesn’t freeze well, 
but if it’s a choice between frees- 

i ing and pitching, go ahead and 
' freeze it. The thawed ham will be 
a bit mushy, but it will be fine for 
soups and casseroles or fried ham 
sandwiches. 

. To prepare a ham for baking, 
. ^rou must slice off the rind. Most 
'. of the rind probably will have 
' been cut off by the packer or 
butcher. 

The rind is shiny and brown, 
' and sits atop the fat. Using a 

• sharp knife, slice and peel off the 
' patches of rind, leaving a good 


layer of fat behind. The fat bastes 
the ham while cooking. 

Cook a rcady-to-cat ham uncov- 
ered in a shallow baking pan for 
15 minutes per pound at 325 
degrees, to an internal tempera- 
ture of 140 degrees. Hams that 
weigh less than 10 pounds should 
be cooked for 20 minutes per 
pound. Cooking rcady-to-cat 
hams improves the flavor and 
texture, and kills any micro- 
organisms that may be hanging 
around. 

Hams labeled “cook before 
eating” should be cooked to an 
internal temperature of 160 
degrees before they arc safe to 
cat. 

• Eggs. Egg whiles come off in 
those annoying chunks because 
the eggs are too fresh. As an egg 
ages, air enters through the shell 
and forms an air pocket between 
the two membranes that attach 
the white to the shell. Tliis means 
that the older the egg, the cosier 
it is to peel. 

If you want hard-cooked eggs 
to peel easily, the eggs should be 
a week old, but even a few days 
helps. 

The greenish color that some- 
time forms around a hard-cooked 
egg yolk is caused by a chemical 
reaction between sulfiu- and iron 
compounds in the egg. 

It's safe to cat, but you' can 
avoid it by not over-cooking the 
eggs. 

The proper way to hard-cook 
eggs is to place them in a pan, 
add water to cover by about an 
inch and bring to a boil. 
Immediately remove the pan 
from the heat, cover and let 
stand for IS minutes. 

This not only helps prevent the 
eggs from cracking, but produces 
a tender rather than rubbery egg 
white. 

To get egg dye to cling to the 
shells, use hot water and add a 
splash of vinegar. 

Egg-coloring products work 
fine, but regular food coloring 
works just os well. 

Hard-boiled eggs should not be 
left at room temperature for 
longer than two hours, thanks to 
salmonella cntcridids, a bacteria 
that surfaced in the 1980$. The 
bacteria grows at room tempera- 
ture. 

So if you plan to eat the eggs 
after they've made an appear- 
ance in an Easter basket or an 
egg hunt, plan accordingly. 

Hard-cooked eggs will keep in 
the refrigerator for about a week. 


Here arc a few redpes for deal- 
ing witli all those leftovers. 

DEVILED HAM AND EGGS 
6 hard<ookcd eggs 
3/4 cup finely chopped ham 
1/4 cup mayonnaise 

1 tablespoon sweet pickle rel- 
ish 

2 teaspoon prepared mustard 
Salt, pepper to taste 

Peel eggs and cut in half 
lengthwise. Remove yolks and 
mash in a small bowl. Stir in 
remaining ingredients. Spoon 
into egg wUtes. Makes 1 dozen. 

SPLIT PEA AND HAM SOUP 
1 pound dry split peas 
8 cups ;vatcr 
1 ham bone 
I clove garlic, smashed 

1 teaspoon sail 

2 cups diced ham 

2 cups chopp^ carrots 
1 medium onion, chopped 
1 cup diced potato 
Place split peas, water, ham 
bone, garlic and salt in a soup pot 
and bring to a boil Reduce heat, 
cover and simmer for 2 hours, 
stirring occasionally. 

Remove bone from broth and 
discard after trimming off any 
meat. 

Add meat trimmings and 
remaining ingredients to pot and 
simmer uncovered for 30 min- 
utes, or until vegetables arc ten- 
der. Serves 10. 

HAM AND PENNE PASTA 
1/2 pound penne (tubular) 
pasta 

4 tablespoons butter 
1 large dove garlic, minced 
1 cup ham strips (about 2 inch- 
es long, 1/4-inch wide) 

1/3 cup fresh-grated Pamesan 
1/4 cup milk 
Salt, pepper 

Cook pasta in boiling water 
until al dcnie. Meanwhile, melt 
half the butler in a medium skil- 
let.

Dishes to celebrate Easter, springtime

FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. — 
In South Florida, it can be diffi- 
cult to get into the mood to cele- 
brate Easter, says Steven 
Harberts, an associate pastor at 
the First Presbyterian Church 
here. 

Up North, he says, this cele- 
bration of Christ having arisen 
from the dead comes at a time 
of rebirth after a long cold win- 
ter when much in nature has 
died. It's a time when the daf- 
fodils and tulips bloom and the 
weather begins to warm up. But 
down here, where things arc 
green year-round, Christians 
have a little more difficulty get- 
ting into the spirit of renewd, 
he says.' 

That doesn’t mean Harberts 
and his wife, Denise, don’t do 
their best to make Easter a fes- 
tive occasion. Especially when it 
comes to the Easter dinner. 

You may want to use their 
menu featuring lamb for this 
special meal or, if you don’t cel- 
ebrate that holiday, try it for 
any entertaining you do this 
spring. 

Denise is a good cook who was 
trained by her mother growing 
up on the family’s 1,000 acre 
farm outside Jefferson, Iowa. 
Here they raised hogs, com, soy- 
beans and cattle. When it come 
to the cooking duties, Denise 
specialized in pic crusts and 
breads. In fact, os a 4-H member, 
she took two blue ribbons at 
Iowa state fairs for her yeast and 
banana breads. 

Denise recalls that Easter 
was a special day in her 
Methodist family’s home. Her 
mother and grandmother would ' 
make her and her three sisters 
new dresses •— a pink polished 
cotton one Denise wore at age 9 
was her favorite. Of course 
therc’d be new patent leather 
Mary Janes, Easter bonnets and 
even coats made to match the 
new dresses. 

Denise remembers Easter egg 
hunts on the farm. 

’'We had chickens so we could 
dye all the eggs wc wanced," she 
says. And then there were the 
Easter boskets filled with candy 
and “something practical” such 
as new socks, a necklace, white 
cotton gloves or a hankie. 

The main meal would be 
served at noon and would usual- 
ly be a ham from a hog raised on 
the farm. And, of course, 
Denise’s grandmother prepared 
deviled eggs from all the dyed 
ones that the children had 
made. 

Although Steven also was 
raised in Jefferson City and has 
known Denise since the fourth 
grade, he remembers childhood 
Easters a little differently. 

“Denise and her sisters got 
everything; wc got nothing,” 
Steven quips. Because his father 
was the town’s Presbyterian pas- 
tor, “when the church was open, 
we were there," he says. 

Now at Easter, Steven is 
involved with his church's sun- 
rise service while Denise stays 
home to “figure out what to do 
about Easter dinner." 

After Denise sings in the choir 
at their church’s two later 
Easter services, the couple 
return to their Fort Lauderi^c 
home to enjoy a festive meal. 
They usually have six to 10 
guests — friends and parish- 
ioners who have no family to cel- 
ebrate with. 

After a glass of cranberry 
punch and a few light snacks, 
the guests join hands and 
Steven says a prayer of thanks 
for “life, health friends, family 
and, of course, food." 

The menu includes a roast leg 
of lamb in a mustard and honey 
glaze — a recipe Denise got 
from her mother. A baked 
mashed potato casserole is a 
good accompaniment, because it

Denise still dyes eggs that she 
uses to decorate the table set 
with her grandmother’s 
Rosebud-pattern Haviland 
china, white linen and fresh 
flowers. 

ENTREE: ROAST LEG 
OF LAMB WITH 
HONEY MUSTARD GLAZE 

1 (5-pound) leg of lamb, 
trimmed 

2 clovei garlic, peeled and cut 
in half 

172 teaspoon salt 
1/4 teaspoon fresh-ground 
black pepper 
1/2 cup Dijon mustard 
1/2 cup honey 

Rub the lamb with the cut 
sides of the garlic cloves. 
Season with salt and pepper. In 
a small nonrcactivc container, 
combine mustard and honey. 
Place the lamb on a rack in a 
shallow roasting pan and place 
. in a 300-degree oven for 1 1/2 
hours. 

Pour the two-thirds of the 
mustard mixture over the meat 
and continue roasting for 1 
hour. Pour remaining mustard 
mixture over meat and roast 
until the meat registers 160 
(rare) to 180 (well done) 
degrees on a meat or quick- 
reading thermometer. 
Temperature will depend upon 
degree of doncncss desired. The 
meat should take about 30 min- 
utes per pound. Makes about 6 
servings. 

DESSERT: 

BAKED CURRIED FRUIT 
1 (ISouncc) can sliced peach- 
es packaged in juice, drained 
and juicareserved 
1 (IS-ounce) can sliced pears 
packaged in juice, drained 
1 (20-ouncc) can pineapple 
chunks packaged in juice, 
drained 

1 (16 1/2-ouncc) can dark 
sweet cherries in heavy syrup, 
drained 

p cup brown sugar 
1/3 cup butter, melted (about

Place the potatoes in a 
saucepan and cover with water.

another All-Star oumelder, Grissom. 

It was an old-faihloned, suj^tar-far- 
superstar deal that saved the Braves 
$7.7 million.

Favre, had his contract terminat- 
ed by the Green Bay Packers on 
Tue^y. 

Green Bay general manager 
Ron Wolf, announcing the deci- 
sion, said the team’s receiver 
corps doesn’t have room for 
Rison as a starter.

Taxpayers don’t want 
to pay for new stadium

SEATTLE - As the state 
Legislatiuo nears its deadline for 
a decision on a new football stadi- 
um for the Seattle Scahawks, 
another new poll indicates just 
how difficult it will be to sell the 
idea lo the public 

Before lawmakers is a proposal 
to conduct a public vote on a 
package of sports-related taxes 
to help pay for a $402 mil- 
lion stadium. 

But the monthly 
Elway Poll reports in its 
latest edition that only 42 
percent of those polled in 
King County favor the tax pack- 
age. In addition, 68 percent 
opposed (caring down the 
Klngdomc to build a new stadi- 
um, also part of the legislation. 
And a substantial number of 
those questioned said they would 
feel little remorse if the 
Scahawks wound up leaving 
Seattle. 

The poll, of 400 King County 
voters between March 14 and 17, 
tvas regarding Gov. Gary Locke’s 
tax proposal to legislators. Locke 
proposes a 5 percent wholesale 
tax on licensed sports clothing, an 
increase in the tax on rental cars, 
taxes on stadium admissions and 
parking, and new state lottery 
games. 

Mercer Island billionaire Paul 
Allen has an option to buy the 
Scahawks but has said he will not 
complete the deal without a 
favorable vote in the Legislature 
and in a June 3 statewide elec- 
tion. 

The Legislature must act by 
about Apifi 3 so tlicre is time for 
ballots to be prepared. State Sen. 
Jim West, the Spokane 
Republican who heads the 
Senate Ways and Means 
Committee, said he expects 
action on the measure late this 
week. 

Allen’s group. Football 
Northwest, released findings last 
week that said 45 percent favor 
and 48 percent oppose the stadi- 
um taxes. 

Almost immediately, a group 
opposed to public financing of 
sports stadiums released its own 


poll, saying 66.5 percent of the 
voters oppose tearing down the 
Kingdomc and 68. S percent 
oppose using taxes on sports sta- 
diums. 

It was difficult to compare the 
two because they surveyed differ- 
ent groups and asked somewhat 
different questions. 

Elway's poll somewhat splits 
the difference between the other 
two surveys. It roughly agreed 
with Allen’s about sup- 
port for (he tax pack-- 
age, but also lent sup- 
port to the poll done 
for Citizens for More 
Important Things on peo- 
ple's attitudes about the' 
Kingdome. 

Elway polled "good voters,” or 
(hose who cast b^ots in three of 
the pa.st four elections. The mar- 
gin of error is 5 percent. 

Stuart Elway, the pollster, said, 
part of the difference between 
Ills poll and that conducted for 
Football Noitliwesi may be in the 
goal of its spoasors. While Elway 
was gauging voter attitudes fqr 
regular subscribers to his. 
newsletter service, Allen’s camp 
is trying to figure out how to win 
a statewide election. 

Elway’s first question was 
about tearing down the 
Kingdomc, which accounted for 
the large sample who were 
opposed. By the time Football 
Northwest got around to asking 
about tearing down the Dome, 
tlie respondents had been given a 
fair amount of information about 
the taxing package. ; 

“Their puij|3ose is to advocate 
their position,” Elway said,. 
“They want to see how to do' 
that.” Looking at the results of 
both polls, he said, it appears peo- 
ple could be persuaded to vote 
for the new stadium, “but it’s not 
going to bo easy.” 

In one question, Elway's poll 
asked respondents how they 
would feel if the Scahawks did 
leave town. 

Forty percent said they would 
be disappointed and 48 percent 
said they didn’t care one way or 
another. Ten percent of those 
polled said they would be pleased 
if the team left.

He is 27 and 
throws 95 mph, however, and 
Braves’ Icft-handiid reliever Pedro 
Borbon is out until July.

Tour responds to Tiger’s challenge 


PONTE VEDRA BEACH, Fla. (AP) - The 
Year of the Tiger has turned into the Year of 
the Tour. 

On the eve of The Players Championship, 
and the start of the major championship sea- 
son, it seems dear that the best players iil the 
world have risen to the challenge of Tiger 
Woods. 

Already this year, two of the four winners of 
majors in 1996 — Masters champion Nick 
Faldo and U.S. Op^ title-holder Steve Jones 
— have picked up victories. 

Mark O’Meara, a two-time winner last year, 
has won twice in 1997 and Phil Mickelson, in 
the winner's drde four times in *96, got back 
there lost week at Bay Hill. 

? British Open champion Tom Lehman hasn’t 
played a lot but has played well when he has 
played and has given every indication that his 
Player-of-the-Year season was no fluke. 

Davis Love m and Fred Couples ore os solid 
as ever and three very significant players — 
Nick Price, Steve Elkington and Payne 
Stewart — seem to have regained the form 
that won six majors among them. 

Greg Norman has played only once on the 
PGA Tour, but it was with an impressive 66-68 
start at Doral. As has been the case for the last 
15 years, it appears Norman ^vill contend just 
about every week he tecs it up. 

; And Ernie Els has muddled around this 
year, but the South African has a history of ris- 
ing and falling like a choppy sea, his enormous 
talent always popping back to the surface 
after each of his down periods. 

A few players have started the year poorly, 
including PGA champion Mark Brooks, Steve 


Strieker, who won S1.4 million last year, and 
Corey Pavin, who hasn’t finished ^tter than 
36th in a full-field toumamcnL 

But they are in a definite minority of play- 
ers not to raise the level of their game in the 
face of the Tiger challenge. 

Woods reconfirmed his greatness by win- 
ning the season-opening Mercedes 
Championship in a playoff with Lehman and 
by a second-place finish at Pebble Beach after 
a near-miraculous final two rounds. 

But no one has rolled over in ^nt of Woods. 
O'Meara held him off magnificently at Pebble 
Beach and in his three other tournaments 
Woods has finished ninth, 18th and 20th. 

The true test of Tiger begins this week at 
The Players Championship when all of the 
golfers mentioned above are competing in the 
same tournament for the first time this year. 

Throw in a few foreign stars, like Colin 
Montgomerie and Bernhard Longer, and a 
couple of emerging stars like Paul Stankowski 
and Stuart Appleby, and the contest on the 
Stadium Course at Sawgrass should easily live 
up to its reputation as the major before the 
majors. 

In fact, for the first time in any tournament, 
all of the top-50 in the world.ranl^gs ore in 
the same field. 

“Obviously it just shows you what the 
tournament means and how important it 
has become,” Faldo said Tuesday before 
his practice round was washed out by 
drenching rain. 

“I think that is what everybody wants,” he 
said.' “That is what every player wants every 
week — to have the best fields as possible" 


One reason The Players Championship gets 
great fields is because it is just two weeks 
removed from the Masters. Everyone is get- 
ting ready for Augusta. 

“This is h perfect way to prepare for the 
major — the Masters — in a couple of weeks,” 
Woods said Tuesday. “We have got a great 
field that we are playing against this week. It 
is almost pretty much the identical field at 
Augusta.” 

No one in the 21 years this tournament has 
been played in the spring has won nje Players 
Championship and then gone on to win the 
Masters. But the winner in this event has 
always been of major championship qu^ty. 

Five of the last six winners at TPC — 
Couples, Lee Janzen, Norman, Price and 
Elkington — - have won majors. The lone 
exception in that run was Love, who is one 
of the best in the world not to have won a 
major. 

If the other tour players relish the chnll^ng** 
of Woods, the 21-year-old is equally eager to 
show exactly where he stands against the be« 
in the world. 

“I am going to go out there and try to win 
and see what happens," Woods said. "I think it 
is going to be a good measuring device, see 
how well you are playing because you are 
playing against the best." 

Maybe it isn’t exactly Tiger Woods against 
the PGA Tour, but it is true that the yardstick 
for greatness Woods is being measured 
against is the tallest ever applied to any play- 
er. 

This week he gets his best test yet since 
turning pro.

Drug craze invades 
American heardand

BENTON, Mo. — It might seem a 
supernatural force has seized this remote 
county of two-lanc blacktops and white 
oak forests. It can be found in the surge 
in crime. And in the inexplicable behav- 
ior 

With terrible suddenness, a flash fire 
erupts and then a blast shatters a trailer, 
the Qames engulfing one man. A strange 
scene follows: The victim’s friends da^ 
outside to bury a skillet and a blender as 
police arrive. 

A desperate young thief steals a pick- 
up, a car and a Harley Davidson — all in 
a single night. 

Over the course of a month, rampaging 
teens bum a church, a machine shed and 
railroad crossing signs and rip through 
ravines, ditches and a golf course, with 
the damages reaching nearly $1 million. 

Odd and terrifying, these episodes are 
not the work of the occult. Authorities 
have a more prosaic explanation: 
methamphetamine. 

A potent and popular, destructive and 
sometimes deadly synthetic drug, long a 
scourge in the West, methamphetamine 
has invaded America’s heartland. 

Users can become walking zombies, 
fueled by paranoid fantasies as they go 
days without sleep or food, only craving 
more of the drug. 

Methamphetamine has ruined lives, 
nilcd jails, Qooded courts and frustrated 
police. 

‘‘Years ago, I prediaed it would be the 
biggest problem wc had ... but I still 
di^’t realize what it would nun out to 
be,” says Scott County Sheriff Bill 
Ferrell, who has reigned over this corner 
of southeast Missouri for 20 years. “It 
snowballs, but it’s underground and you 
don't know what you've got imdi it’s too 
late.” 

Methamphetamine, also known as 
meth, crank, ice or aystol, has cut a wide 
swath through middle America, surpass- 
ing the popularity of crack and other 
drugs in many communities. 

Its tentacles reach from backwoods 
bams in southeast Missouri’s Boothccl to 
desolate Indian reservations in North 
Dakom ond'South Dakota to caravans of 
illegal immigrants who blend in with oth- 
ers who come looking for work in meat- 
pacldng plants in Nebraska and Iowa. 

“Wc’rc in the middle of a meth epi- 
demic,” says Ken Carter, director of the 
Iowa Division of Narcotics Enforcement 
"This state has a tremendous appetite 
for that stuff. ... It’s from high school all 
the way up to the age people should 
know better.” 

Iowa’s meth arrests — based on 
reports covering most of the state — 
accounted for 47 pertant of drug activity 
in 1995, compared with less than S per- 
cent four years earlier. And Nebraska 
police recently seized the largest ship- 
ment of the drug ever in the state, recov- 
ering 34 pounds, worth $1.5 million, in 
February. 

These increases are part of a broader 
trend. 

Officials at the Drug Enforcement 
Administration region riiat covers five 
Midwest states and southern Illinois say 
meth arrests skyrocketed in a five-year 
period ending in 1996 — from 47 to 424. 
Those numbers don’t include hundreds 
of people nabbed by local and state 
authorities. 

And in fiscal year 1996, the DEA 
seized 303 meth labs in the Midwest, 
compared with just six four years earlier. 
Tile bulk of them — 250 — were here in 
Missouri. 

“We, in effect, have become die source 
country in the Midwest for meth,” says 
Stephen Hill, the U.S. attorney in Kansas 
City, whose office has been over- 
whelmed by these cases. 

Long a problem in the West and 
Southwest — especially California, 
where 799 meth labs were seized in 1996 
— the drug has spread to the heardand 
pardy because it’s so easy to moke, part- 
ly because there’s so much money to be 
made. 

“You don’t have to go to Mexico,-” says 
Ferrell, the Scott County sheriff. “You 


don’t have to transport it from Colombia. 
This is something you can make with 
stuff you can buy from the local hard- 
ware store." 

Methamphetamine, which can be 
smoked, snorted, swallowed or injected, 
normally contains cphcdrinc or pscu- 
doephechine, found in over-the-counter 
cold medications. Depending on the 
recipe, other ingredients used in the 
cooing arc the stuff of skull-and-cross- 
bones labels: lye, rat killer, battery parts 
and various chemicals. 

It’s a highly volatile mix. Police blot- 
ters ore filled with horror stories of meth 
“cooks” who have severely burned them- 
selves — or even died — frolii explosions 
or caustic fumes. 

Many meth labs- arc mom-and-pop 


operations, modern-day versions of the 
moonshine still. The drug c.in be made 
with a skillet and stove, in a bathtub, 
even a car trunk ivilh a plastic drinking 
cup. And the redpe is just a dick away 
on the Internet. 

It’s lucrative, too: A $1,000 investment, 
police say, can reap a $20,000 profit. 

But its consequences often are trayc. 

In South Dakota, a man awakened by 
his girlfriend from a binge grabbed his 
handgun, wounded her and killed two 
people before turning the weapon on 
himself. In Missouri, a 17-ycar-old was 
convicted of murdering another teen in 
what prosecutors called a meth deal 
gone bad. And in Nebraska, a teen died 
after collapsing at his high school prom; 
toxicology reports indicate he had 


taken meth. 

Still, many remain unfazed. 

“It’s a cheap man’s high,” explains 
Robin Mcscy, 40, who admits to using 
the drug but denies charges he faces in 
Missouri that he attempted to manufac- 
ture it. “It’s longer-lasring. Price-wise, it’s 
die best.” 

Police say $100 can buy a cocaine user 
a 20-minutc liigh; the same amount can 
keep a meth user buzzed for a day or 
tivo. 

“You learn to depend on it. It becomes 
more important than everything in life,” 
says Mesey, tattooed aims crossed casu- 
ally as he sits in the Buder County Jail, 
calmly describing how meth has ruined 
him. 

“I tiy to keep my sense of humor,” he

BOISE — Local and state drug 
enforcement officials bust about one 
methamphetamine lab a week, a 1997 
trend that if continues, could more than 
triple last year’s record total. 

“We just can’t get to them all,” said 
Kevin Johnson, special agent in diarge 
of the State Department of Law 
Enforcement Criminal Investigation 
Division. 

“It has never been this bad.” 

Law enforcement officials say the 
surge in home labs is largely because the 
drug is easy to make and selling it is 
very profitable. 

Crystal methamphetamine, known a? 
“meth” or “crank,” became popular in 
Idaho in the late 1970s with truckers and 
bikers. 

Today, meth has transcended age, 
race and social barriers to become the 
drug of choice in the West, Jolinson said. 

Ed Parker, Garden City’s new chief of 
police, has idendfied meth as one of his 
top concerns. 

"Certainly one of the things that’s on 
most chiefs’ minds is the drug problem 
that’s coming into the area, specifically 
methamphetamine,” Parker said. 

Law enforcement officials also arc 
concerned about the dangers surround- 
ing the production of the drug. 

It is estimated that homo-run labs pro- 
duce 6 pounds of toxic waste to every 
pound of meth produced. 

“Some of the chemicals used arc car- 
cinogenic, explosive or can caasc blister- 
ing to the skin or lungs," Johnson said. 
‘‘‘I'hat’s why you sec agents dressed up 
in body suits when they initially go into 
the labi" 

Last year, it cost state taxpayers 
$57,000 to clean up the meth labs, 
Jolinson said.

Still, Mcscy adds, chances arc good 
he'll use again if he remains in the coun-

“It takes five minutes to have oil the 
dope 1 want,” he says, "and it doesn't 
cost me a dime because I know so many 
people.” 

Ihat doesn’t surprise Kevin Glaser, a 
narcotics officer for the Missouri State 
Hi^way Patrol, who arrived at a house 
trailer fire last year as some of the bum 
victim’s buddies were scrambling to bury 
cooking utensils commonly used to man- 
ufacture meth. 

“It’s hard to imagine a drug controlling 
you the way it docs,” Glascrsays. “They 
see their family falling apart, their bod- 
ies falling apart, but the only tiling that 
matters to tliem is the dope.” 

Methamphetamine trafficking in the 
Midwest once was almost the exclusive 
business of biker gangs. 

Now, it’s everywhere. 

“The meth trade is probably different 
from any other drug trade,” says Sgt. 
Russ Underwood of the Dcs Moines 
Police. “Instead of going to some dark 
comer of the city, you might be able to 
get some from your co-worker or the per- 
son next door in the suburbs. You don’t 
have to put your life in peril to go into 
the inner city ... where someone might 
shoot you.” 

Unlike Missouri, most of the drug is 
imported to Iowa; some has been tran.s- 
poned by illegal immigrants. 

Since June 1995, a federal drug task 
force has seized 60 pounds of meth and 
arrested 45 illegal aliens in Iowa and 
Nebraska, says Jerry Heinauer, Omaha 
district director of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service. 

“Dlcgals are coming up and selling tliis 
stuff, melting within the community 
where there are meatpacking plants,” 
Heinauer says. 


Addicted to meth: 1 mail’s story

BENTON, Mo. — At 21, Sean Lynch’s short 
breath of freedom is over. 

Again. 

Lynch headed back to prison after pleading 
guilty in December to burglary, theft and 
burning a pickup truck. But those crimeSi he 
says, are just symptoms of a far more perni- 
cious problem — metliamphetaminc. 

According to Scott County authorities. 
Lynch has a long history of doing eveiything 
from stealinfl cars to robbciy to smashing pa? 
phones to collect quarters — anything to 
finance his drug habit. 

Last fall, they say, he stole seven vehicles 
within about a month; a car, a pickup truck 
and a motorcycle were taken in one night 
alone.

An eighth-grade dropout who started out 
with pot and whiskey, Lynch says he was 
spend^ up to $150 a ^y on meth by time he 
was arrested in October, about a year after 
being released from prison.

Ifis $14-an-hour welder’s job, the motl\er of 
his 2-ycar-old child, his credit cards and his 
home. He ended up sleeping in his truck. 

“I thought I had made a whole new life 
myself. 1 established all of this and blew it,” 
he says, chciving his noils os he slumps onm 


couch in the Scott County sheriffs office. 
“My girlfriend pleaded with me to stop. I just 
didn’t want to. You just think about getting 
liigh again.” 

Lynch says he lost 30 pounds — his bony 
frame is now down to 140 pounds — because 
of meth. He couldn't cat or sleep. And he had 
delusions. 

“If you’re on dope for X amount of days, 
you hear things, you see tilings,” he explains. 
“I sat out in the field. I just knew they were 
coming after me. I got up on my knees and 
waited and waited and no one ivas there. It 
makes you feel so stupid.” 

But even now, embarrassed as he is, his 
craving for meth remains powerful. 

“You can talk about it, but it’ll make you 
want it,” he says. “Right now, I’d give any- 
tiling to have some.” •

Examine today’s North-South 
cards. Do you win Wcst’.s heart 
lead immediately or do you hold 
up? If you win. do you win your 
acc or dummy's king? Be careful. 
The correct an.swer is elusive 
wlhoul a visit to the future. 

You should consider a holdup 
play, but only briefly. With two 
aces at large, you cannot afford to 
hold up. Doing so might steer the 
opponents to a spade shift, and 
good defense would produce one 
down. 

With much of the high-card 
strength in your own hand, the 
impulse is to win the first heart 
with your ace. If you do. you cre- 
ate a problem you didn't foresee. 
After you cash your top three dia- 
monds, you can enter dummy in 
clubs to cash the fourth diamond. 
However, when you try to estab- 
lish your fourth club, a simple 
holdup by West beats you. With 
the lead stuck in dummy, you 
must start the spades. East hops 
up alertly to lead a heart, and 
West’s suit is established before 
you can cash your ninth winner. 

To collect nine winners, you 
must win the opening lead in 
dummy. Next, you cash your top 
diamonds and lead a club. You 
win in dummy to cash the fourth 
diamond and continue in clubs. 
Now a defensive holdup won’t 
work. You still have the heart acc 
for an entry, and you win nine 
tricks before the defenders can 
win five. 

Hasty play at trick one is one of 
the primary reasons laydown 
games arc thrown a\vay.
